There 
was no particle of religious prejudice in 
Unionist Ireland's opposition te the Na 
tionalist demand. It was based solely 
on two considerations of urgent expediency. 
In the first place, it is wholly inadvisable 
that men of military age who refuse to 
join the Colours—there are 400,000 of 
them in Ireland—should be recognised by 
the Crown as a military force: that would 
be a fatal encouragement to “slackers 
of every description. In the next place, 
it would be criminal folly to give such 
recognition to those openly disloyal Volun- 
teers in Ireland who are now collecting 
arms for their own purposes. Mr. Red- 
mond himself has furnished the solution 
of the whole difficulty. He claimed, and 
secured, the exclusion of Ireland from the 
Military Service Bill. He has no right, 
therefore, to object to the exclusion of Lre- 
land from the Volunteer Bill. By resist- 
ing the call upon the compulsory services 
of young Irishmen he has estopped him- 
self from demanding that these same 
young men should be recognised as armed 
Volunteers in a country where no German 
is ever likely to land. We are not for- 
getting the existence of the Veterans’ and 
other Volunteer Corps in Ireland who are 
all over military age, and are doing so 
much useful and self-sacrificing work.
